THE ONLYSOLUTION 


You may figure all you want, and if 
you do it intelligently you will come 
right back to the basic fact that supply 
und demand is the only regulating force 
that is going to straighten out the tangles. 
Unless we produce more, much more, 
prices and wages are both going to re- 
main high. When we do produce more 
—much more—prices will automatically 
drop, and following that drop wages will 
come down, not down to 1914 scales, but 
partially, at least. 

All that legislation can do is to pro- 
hibit and restrict hoarding and _ storage 
on the one hand and create a compulsory 
arbitration board for strike settlements, 
Legislation cannot arbitrarily fix prices, 
and you may as well get that out of your 
head first as last. 

Nationalizing, (so-called), of the rail- 
roads and industries is a myth, a pipes 
dream, an hallucination—nothing — else, 
and that isedll it will amount to. Plum 
plans will never work in America, or be 
allewed to work, and should not be. 

Soviet and Bolshevik razzle-dazzles of 
the brain will pass away and the patients 
recover from their intellectual debauch 
in due time—with the help of Uncle 
Sam's stoga boot loaded with feet. 

More production is the keynote and the 
only solution, with the aid, of course, of 
legislation here and there where needed, 
for the problems confronting not only 
we of America, but the whole world. 
When you put two dollars worth of goods 
on the market to every one dollar of 
available money, the merchandise is go- 
ing to drop just exactly one-half, and do 
it quick. The proportion works out just 
the same. If there is more money float 
ing around than goods on the market, up 
go prices, and when there is more goods 
than money the prices of the goods fall. 
It hag been just that way since the dawn 
of history and is today. 

The great mass of people are being 
ground between two forces on this mat- 
ter, however, right now, and that is what 
pinches and where legislation would be 
a help. Capital and labor are both try 
ing to restrict production. One to keep 
the prices of commoditics up and the 
other to keep the price of labor up. And 
both shtuld be made to quit such a 
suicidal policy. 

Produce more and the rest will adjust 
itself. 

A RETROSPECT 

The war with Spain was fought twenty 
years ago, and it was then that the United 
States became known as a world power. 
This fact was profoundly recognized by 
the statesmen who at that time were 
shaping the destinies of the Republican 
party, and a reflection of the political 
attitude of the party on the great sub- 
ject of international responsibility is to 
be found in the official utterances of 
party platforms, particularly in the Re- 
publican platform of 1900, 

The doctrine of ‘‘Little Americanism,"’ 
now so proudly proclaimed by certain 
senators, was not the vision of the lead- 
ers of 1900. The war with Spain had 
hoen fought and won, and the Republican 
platform on which William McKinley 
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successfully appealed to the country said 
that ‘‘to ten millions of the human race 
there was given a ‘new birth of freedom’ 
and to the American people a new and 
noble responsibility. 

This country assumed a_ practical 
sovereignty over the Philippines, Cuba 
and Porto Rico, and it was not from 
Republican sources that complaints were 
heard that we were sending our boys 
overseas to help restore order in far cor- 
ucrs of the earth. All through the docu- 
‘nent that summed up the achievements 
and recited the principles of the Repub- 
‘ean party of twenty years ago there 
breathed a spirit of just pride in the new 
responsibilities that the war had thrust 
on us, and a determination to aceept our 
part in the great international field. 

Much water .has passed beneath the 
bridge since then, and the general aspects 
of our relationship to the world at large 
have changed. But not so the great 
principles involved, nor our obligations 
and duties. The ambition of the great 
Republican leaders of twenty years ago 
was to assume a leadership in the world. 
The part plaved by President Mclinley 
in connection with the Hague conference 
is particularly commended, and the 
friendly offiees of this country were 
offered in settlement of the South African 
stru¢ele then raging. The war ‘fought 
for human liberty and human right’? was 
triumphantly closed, and the Republican 
party was then looking forward ‘into a 
great field of duty and opportunity.’’ 

Why should not this same ideal inspire 
the Republican: statesmen today? Why 
‘should they be preaching a narrow pro- 
vincialism, a policy of scuttle and a 
repudiation of the high vision that in- 
spired the party of 19007 
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The hide-bound political newspapers 
are getting scarcer every year ahd we 
note this fact more since the announce- 
ment that the country press is nearly 
unanimously supporting the League of 
Nations. 

Senator Borah of Idaho, reminds us of 
a fellow we onee knew, who said he knew 
all he wanted to know, and there was 
no use for any one to try to tell him 
anything, and there wasn’t and they 
didn’t. 

Most of us are but mildly interested in 
the fact that the United States mints are 
turning out the smaller coins at a rate 
never dreamed of a few years ago. It 
isn’t the number manufactured that con- 
cerns us; it’s the number we accumulate 
in return for our daily labor, and the 
things they will buy. Both of these 
figures are still too low. 


At last the Democratic congressmen 
seem to have wakened up and are begin- 
ning to show their claws. It is high time 
They have sat idly by and permitted par 
tisans of opposite faith to bully-rag, de 
fame and eriticise the administration in 
Washington long enough. Perhaps they 
were going on the theory that if given 
rope up enough the detractors would hang 
themselves in due time.

For example. the League will establish 
an international organization for tho bet- 
tering of labor conditions in different 
countries, for the protection of women 
and children and the native inhabitants 
of civilized and semi-civilized countries.

jless peonle in some of her colonies, On, 


of the chief tasks of the League will be 
fo look after peoples that are not strong 
enough to protect themselves. 

The League will apnoiat commissions
